The 
suRgestions given here have been 
ob; -lined In a study of thla prob- 
lem by speclallata of the United 
States department of agricul- 
ture, both In thla eooatty and 
In other oomtriei. Many of the 
suggestion ire baaed on the ex- 
pertencea of England, which haa 
trained and la using 800,000 
women on farms. 



' Women should not be trained to go 
on (arms before there is an actual 
and ImperatiTe need for their serrices. 
The department of agriculture hopes 
that It win not be necessary to employ 
women In beavler lines of farm work 
than tliey haTe been accustomed to 
Mng; It, to aare the food harrest, 
women are needed In the heavier 
operations snd the development and 
tmintng of unxkllleil wimmn workers 
appeara advisable, the following polnta 
Should be taken Into consideratlott: 

No woman should be accepted who 
is not at least eighteen years of age. 
The wisest policy would be first to 
Iwgister those women who are wlllini; 
to undertake this kind of work, having 
them Indicate Ihclr previous training 
and experience, kind of farm work 
they deRlre to take up, and length of 
time they can devote to it 
TWO Waekif Tmlntiis, 

Before colnc on the firm, the 
tvomcM sliHiiid if possible undertake n 
course (if trainlriL' fxlcnded over two 
weeks or nuirc under a Kkllled instruc- 
tor. Tills C(iurs(> mlRht lie given nt an 
ogrlcuiliiral or a woman's oolleKe. aitrl- 
cultural r^chixils, or on a farm dnnnted 
by some pntrlntlc IniUvldual as u prac- 
tice farm. In siinie instances the 
<;oar8o might be under the auspicei* 
of the extension division of the agri- 
cultural college. Care should be taken 
that DO Institutions are built ii|> to 
perform functions that might bo per- 
formed by Inatitntions alrendy in 
existence. 

This two we<>ks of training would 
give opiMirtunlty to eliminate thorn- 
not physlc«ll.r able to endure farm 
labor, and also those whose mental 
make-np Is such as to make them 
onavtllable. It would also give them 
■vOcient skill so that they would be 
•eeeplable to the farmeta. Such ex- 
perience la obtnlnlng woman laborera 
as haa bean had indicates that the 
farmar oaaally la not wllling to take 
womafi flam wofkera into hla home, 
Ud tfwrafMt ttM women will have to 
ko otfanlaad la onlta and provide for 
thfir own UvlBf qvartera.

Aiding the Labor Supply. 

The departments of sgricultnre and 
labor through representatlvea of tbe 
various statea cooperating with the 
agricultural collegea and other agen- 
clea are doing the following things to 
aid the fftrm labor supply, according 
to a resent statement of Secretary 
Houston : (a) Making a survey of the 
form-labor situation In each com- 
munity with a view to discovering 
possible surpluses of labor in order to 
be ready to assist In furnishing labor 
wherever It la needed; (b) n-sslstlng 
niraln In ahlftlng labor from com- 
munity to community and from state 
to state, as In past years; (c) pro- 
moting fuller co-operation among 
farmers In the same community; (d) 
making available, so far as possible, 
high school boys In rural districts who 
have had experience In farmlnir and 
who are nut norninlly reKnIarly or 
fully employed In fanning openit|..ns; 
(e) making every ilT.irt to see tlint 
there Is no obstacle in the way nf the 
production nf a larirer supply uf fanii 
mochlnery ami its fuller use as a 
supidemrat to iian.i labor.

Potato ■reada-»Try Them. 

That we can use potato with floor 
is not surprising, for the food aub> 
stance potato auppUea most abundant* 
ly la atarcb, and It la largely becanae 
ot the atarch they contain that tbe 
world uaaa cereal gnlna aa bread* 
atuffs. It will very often be found, 
with a little experimenting, that on^ 
third to one-half of the flour In aome 
favorite redpo can be replaced with 
mashed potato. 

If potato Is used for bread making 
allowance must be made for the large 
amount nf water In It and lesa addi* 
tlonal lli]Uld used for tlils reason.

This means unification of all the

It was learned tonight that the preo- 
idant had been officially advlaed of 
the action when he cent a cablegram 
to Oen.

There was no 
eiplaiHitlOB at the White Rovae e( 
what tiM praaidant meant, and It la nn* 
derstood that there will Im no official 
comm«Bt here nnttl after an annoaw«t» 
mant oomss (nm Franca, 

The flrat hint of the historic dcTcl' 
opment came In praaa caUe diapatehes 
tailing how Ote. Perahing bad placed 
the American expeditionary fOreea at 
the dispoaal of the French comw and- 
ar. Thta wu confirmed In a meaaage 
from Oon. Panblng to the war depnrv 
ment 

The president'a message follows: 
"May I not convey to you my sin- 
cere congratulations en your new au- 
thority? Such unity of command Is a 
most hopeful augury of ultimate auc- 
ces*. We are fdUowIng with profound 
intcreat the bold «ttd toUliaat aetioo 
of your forces," 

The seleitlon of Gen Foch Is also 
regarded as a signal for the beginning 
of d crushing counter-ofensive In which 
the united strength of the entente pow- 
ers and America will be throws 
against the German armies. Operat- 
ing as a unit of one great army and 
under the sole direction of the most 
brilliant military leader developed by 
the war, the blow planned Is expected 
to send the Teutonic forces reeling 
backward to a possible crushing de- 
feat. 

The adoption of the plan la a tri- 
umph for the United States because It 
war first suggested by President Wll 
fon,! When Col. House waa delegated 
to attend the Inter-alUed war confer 
aaee at Paris laat November, hia in- 
structions were to regard all other 
questions as secondary in importance 
to unity of action between the forces 
oppoaing Germany.
